shall be qualified to vote at anv such special election" 
In the election proclamation is the following, to our lay- 
man's mind, contradictory sentence—"And that all the 
qualified electors residing in said City of Reno, whose 
names appear upon the official registry or registry list or 
lists of the said City (then town) of Reno precinct for the 
general election held in 1902 aie entitled to -vote at the said 
special election " 


We question whether any lawyer, even a Philadelphia 


lawyer, can reconcile these two provisions, or point out 
any precedent in jurisprudence by which the Reno election 
could be declared valid by the courts, in the event of the 
adoption of the wrong provision in the conduct of the elec- 
tion.

From the tenor of 


Mr. Smith's article of this morning- I 
am not even to be given the passing 
credit of having written the communi- 
cation in yesterday's issue, but 
am 


very magnanimously excused on 
the 


theory that I "clearly lent my name to 
another," and 
by inuendo, and 
an 


effort at sarcasm, refers to some mys- 
terious person "behind Nate." 
I arn 


pleased to inform Mr. Smith that in 
rny newspaper experience as well as in 
my other occupations. .1 have never 
"lent my name" to anyone for a pur- 
pose of this character or any other pur- 
pose for that matter, my bag of egotism 
being large enough to encourage me 
to believe that on the discussion of pub- 
lic questions, I am capable of express- 
ing- my own opinions. 
I regret, how- 


ever, that Mr. Smith has such a poor 
opinion of me. 
From the inference he 


draws I judge he refers to the late 
competitors of his corporation for 
a 


franchise for a street railway. 
If so, 


he has "jumped his trolley" for these 
people knew as little 'about my Inten- 
tions as did Mr. Smith. An erroneous 
idea may have been obtained by a 
statement I made early in the day, be- 
fore I had seen the article and before 
I knew my name had been appended 
to it. 
Several friends knowing I hail 


some newspaper experience requested 
rne to write something in relation to 
the franchise, in order to taring out a 
discussion. At flrs.t I declined, but be- 
ing urged, I stated that I did not care 
for notoriety of that kind. 
I had my 


own opinion and would act according- 
ly. 
It was argued that I could sim- 


ply sign "Citizen," "Taxpayer" or 
a 


similar signature to an article. 
In 


the meantime The Journal had decided 
that 
correspondents must subscribe 


their true name. 
My relations with 


The Journal office were such that the 
management felt warranted in placing 
rny name conspicuously over and un- 
der the article without consulting me. 
So much for this. 
' . 


But let rne most emphatically urge 


and impress Mr. Smith also the mem- 
berso f that august body, the City 
Council, that "Old Roff" is not 
the 


Question at issue. His veracity,'stand- 
ing or senatorial service is not under 
discussion. 
The gentlemen are prone 


to make the discussion a personal one. 
On the one hand the triple S. S. S., not 
the patent medicine firm, represented 
by this herloglyphic, are the petition- 
ers for a franchise. 
On the other, the 


gentlemen composing the City Council 
are the servants of the people. Do they 
deny the people's right to question, 
discuss or criticise the advisability of 
their officials acts? 
If so, it is a re- 


markable state of affairs to say the 
least. 


Did Mr. Smith answer in the re- 


motest manner a single question I pre- 
sented? It is true he gives a possible 
solution to an exigency which might 
arise In the event of a strike. Greater 
men than even Mr. Smith have tried 
ouch a remedy and failed. No, he sim- 
ply says, "Nate did not write the ar- 
ticle, it Is not his style," but mysteri- 
ously refers to some fellow in the back- 
ground. I might with as much reason, 
say that his article was written in 
the law office of Cheney, Massey and 
Smith and that Judge Massey revised 
and approved every paragraph, but this 
is no argument relating to the expe- 
diency, policy, advisability or anything 
else pertaining to the franchise under 
discussion. 


AVhy doesn't Mr. Smith say directly 


to the people of Reno and East Renb. 
What the intentions of the "S. S. S." 
company are, or what it intends to do 
towards building a railway to East 
Reno -and when. 
Why don't he tell 


the people that his company has se- 
cured the promise of necessary conces-. 
slons from the Southern Pacific to cross 
their tracks, to run their line near 
the proposed depot at East Reno and 
such other privileges and conveniences 
as will accommodate the patrons of the 
road. 
Has he'done so? No, he has 


told the people of Reno that Roff is a 
"nymcompoop, and can't write."

As a matter of opinion, the .writer 


does not doubt, that if a committee of 
citizens should go among the business 
men of Reno that enough money would 
be subscribed and stock taken in one 
day's time, sufficient to build and equip

nounced a "damn lie." 


i 
If I have disturbed the equanimity 


of these gentlemen by a "gross mis- 


1 statement," I most abjectly apologize, 


1 and humiliate myself at their feet and 


i kiss the hem of their official robes. I 
. assure them that there was no malice 
! in the statement, I was perhaps in er- 
| ror regarding the episode mentioned, of 
Mr. Williams leaving the room in heat 
and disgust, but let me ask, if only, the 
fire bond resolution was under dis- 
cussion, how did it happen that 
Mr. 


Smith was present during the entire 
evening? 
Was his -interest in the 


question of 
the bond 
issue gre.it 


enough to attract him to the meet- 
Ing? 


Isn't it a fact that the franchise was 


presented, blanks being left .for such 
important matters as the period 
of- 


years to be granted, change of streets,, 
etc.? 


Mr. Smith holding a copy which had 


previously been filled out and 
Mr. 


Williams filling in the blanks and the 
council voting on each proposition as 
presented separately? 


Did not Mr. Williams at times say 


"How does your copy read there?" and 
"change your copy to correspond with 
this." 


Did not Blr, Smith from time to time 


suggest the construction of certain sen- 
tences and alter his copy to corres- 
pond with that of the city : attorney? 
Under the circumstances one might 
have mistaken the true situation, but 
does Mr. Williams deny that, he re- 
ceived any suggestions from Mr. Smith, 
or does the latter deny'that he con- 
sulted or advised with Mr. Williams 
concerning the general provisions of 
the franchise,? 
If- so, I must admit, 


that my hearing is grossly at fault, or 
that the statements of certain parties 
who are presumed to be near

I understand that Mr. Williams feels

The nominees of each party 
were pledged to vote for the incorpora- 
tion of Reno. I, as a member of the 
delegation elect, drew two separate 
bills for the incorporation of this city/ 
Both were considered by the delegation, 
One was jumped upon at its first read- 
ing- and went into the waste basket. 
The second was amended, emasculated, 
torn asunder and mauled beyond rec- 
ognition, the title only remaining. The 
delegation by a large majority decided 
updii the present charter and it was 
presented and passed. 
I had no al- 


ternative even if I disapproved of many 
of the provisions. I was compelled to 
vote for or against it. 
I was pledged 


to vote for incorporation and this char- 
ter was my only opportunity. 
I ful- 


filled my pledge. Apparently the aug- 
ust council. believes 
I should 
have 


broken it. I am willing to admit that, 
the document' has some faults,' :but I 
am a servant of the council 'as well as 
the people of Washoe county, and if 
the members of thaf'body are sincere, 
they will admit that I have stated1 to 
them, that if I live until the. next.Regis'-' 
lative session I.will.present any, amend- 
ments for the.benefit of,the ;city they, 
may determine upon.

The members of the council are over 


sensitive. I have approved' of their. 
•work. 
Never'in the history of Reno, 


has the town been .under better police 
protection, cleaner and in every way, 
more satisfactory,, and they ..are, deser.v-. 
ing .of" the aid and-commendation of 
every good ' citizen," but- when' -public' 
qustions are .•under'" discus's! on,/''they* 
should not attempt-to-'distract-the'"at- 
tention; of .the peojjle by; making, ail is- 
sue of an.individual, or his .acts',which 
have no connection with the present 
situation. I expect the. people I repr, 
resent to criticise, .-and if warranted, 
condemn every public act of mine. .Is 
the City. Council such an, example of 
purity, brilliancy and omnipotency, that 
the ordinary citizen must stand In f ear 
and awe of its members and passive- 
ly approve Its every act' 'Bah1

The Edifice at Pisa Is No Longer, 


the Only Wonder of the World j 


of Its Sort, Even if Contractor 


Denies Public Knowledge 
! 


A long communication, signed 
by , 


Contractor Lyons, was received by The 
', 


Journal last evening with the request 
that it be published. The communi- 
cation would have been given space if 
It had simply given the, contractor's 
Bide of the Palace hotel story, instead 
of being devoted to severe criticism of 
The Journal and Gazette for their 
Items regarding the dangerous shape 
that the Palace hotel is in. 


The facts in the case need little 


ventilation, for they are well known. 
Everyone who passes the. Palace hotel 
notices the bad state of 
affairs. 
It 


Is bulged away out on the east side and 
the convexity there is matched by 'the 
concavity on the west side. 


The building is steadily settling and 


Is so unsafe that the contractor has 
put up a. number of props to keep it 
from falling out In the street until such, 
time as the Introduction of new partl- 


• tlons •will render it more stable. 


All this Pisa-like position has not 


been assumed since the workmen began 
tearing out the interior of the building. 
It dates back several years to a time 
when It cast off the anchor, namely a 
rod of steel by which It was attached to 
the Arcade'hotel. The late J. J. Quinn 
did not' want his own hotel pulled 
down In case the Palace should tumble 
Into the street and he caused the rod 
to be removed. 


Ever since that time the Palace's 


second story has been Inclining- more 
and more toward the rising sun, while 
the upper and lower floors were held 
Intact by the foundation wall and roof 
connection with the adjoining struc- 
ture. 


The gradual deviation from the per- 


pen'dlcular occasioned Proprietor Fitz- 
gerald 
considerable 
trouble. 
Every 


couple of months he had to saw off 
pieces of doors and window in order 
that they could be opened.. 


The building was then in practically 


no danger of collapsing and it was only 
when the supporting porches and parti- 
tions were removed that an ominous 
creaking and cracking warned Mr. Ly- 
ons that he would have to prop up this 
big three-story cripple to prevent It 
from dashing Itself to fragments In 
the street. 
Mayor Turrittln and sev- 


eral , other persons insisted that this 
be done in order to protect life.
